AN innovation centre 
involving local univer¬ 
sities and hi-tech 
companies could form 
part of the Haverhill 
research park develop¬ 
ment. 

Talks are already under 
way with University 
Campus Suffolk and 
Anglia Ruskin University 
about possible involve¬ 
ment with the park. 

And Nic Rumsey, director of 
site owner Carisbrooke Invest¬ 
ments, would also like to see 
local firms like Genzyme and 
IFF doing some of their research 
and development work on the 
site. 

After receiving planning 
consent for the site at a special 
meeting last Thursday, Mr 
Rumsey said: “I am delighted. 
This is the culmination of four 
years of effort, but now the 
really hard part begins to get the

A NEW building to cater for extra 
pupils following the Suffolk school 
reorganisation has been officially 
opened. 

The extra space is needed at 
Samuel Ward Academy in 
Haverhill for Year 7 and 8 pupils 
who would previously have 


attended middle schools. It 
includes a new science lab and art 
room, as well as a central area for 
dining, socialising, tutor groups, 
functions and exhibitions. It is also 
linked to the adjacent new 
Westfield Primary School. 

Howard Lay, principal at Samuel 


Ward, said: “The new building is 
more than just bricks and mortar 
but the realisation of an 
educational vision around the idea 
of human scale learning. It 
recognises that pupils learn best 
when they are in small groups, feel 
secure and safe.” 


MP Matthew Hancock 
conducted the opening ceremony. 
He said: “I was delighted to be 
asked to open the new Year 7 and 
8 building. Samuel Ward Academy 
is an excellent school which will 
benefit greatly from the new 
facilities.” 
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Parking rules to be 
enforced in street 


PARKING regulations are to 
be enforced in Haverhill town 
centre street from today - and 
those who ignore them could 
get a £30 fixed penalty ticket. 

Haverhill Police have issued 
a warning that they will be 
enforcing the parking prohib¬ 
ition in part of The Pightle, 
which became a cul-de-sac 
after the road layout in the 
area was changed as part of 
the Tesco supermarket 
development. 

Sgt Sarah Bartley of 
Haverhill Police said the 
action was being taken in 


response to complaints by 
residents about the number of 
vehicles parking there. 

Although no yellow lines 
were put down because it was 
felt they would spoil the 
appearance of the area, no 
waiting restrictions are now in 
operation. Signs in the area 
have been changed, so that 
the parking restrictions can be 
enforced. 

Local residents have been 
sent letters warning them not 
to park on the street, but to 
use the car park provided 
behind their homes.

investment to make the dream a reality. 

“It is a huge leap of faith, but the best 
we can do is create the best environment 
we can to encourage people to consider 
coming here rather than the established 
science parks in Cambridgeshire. 

“I believe we can offer something as 
good as anything available now, but with 
the advantage of lower rents.” 

Mr Rumsey, pictured right, added: “I 
would like to get the infrastructure 
provided as soon as possible, hopefully 
by the end of next year. We have already 
started talking with education providers 
about the possibility of an innovation 
centre and some public sector funding 
could be available towards it. 

“I am confident the park can become 
an integral part of Haverhill’s future 


prosperity.” 

Even before planning consent was 
granted, education providers in the area 
had given it their support. Professor 
Brendon Noble, of University Campus 
Suffolk, said: “Biotechnology is a growth 
area for USC. The Haverhill research park 
will strengthen the links between Suffolk 
and Cambridgeshire and is pivotal to the 
development of the biotech sector in the 
county. 

“We look forward to exploring the 
opportunities to work with companies 
locating to the park.” 

The research park is aimed at being the 
new home for technology companies on 
the Suffolk, Essex and Cambridgeshire 
border. 

Owners want to bring the Cambridge 
science park environment to Haverhill 
and its masterplan is to create a low- 



density and high-quality landscaped 
environment, providing up to 450,000 sq 
ft of office, laboratory and technology 
space and supporting accommodation 
for a range of companies from start-ups 
to global players. 


Traffic concerns dismissed as plan is 


AMBITIOUS plans for the 
research park, which could 
create 1,000 jobs, were given 
the stamp of approval by 
councillors last Thursday. 

Members of St Edmunds- 
bury Borough Council’s 
development control comm¬ 
ittee visited the 30-acre site at 
the western edge of Haverhill 
before debating the issue and 
giving unanimous approval 
to all four planning applic¬ 
ations before them. 

Carisbrooke Investments, 
which has already developed 
the Haverhill business park, 
was granted full planning 
consent to provide the 
infrastructure to create a 
research park on the site at 
Hanchett End. 

Outline plans for business 
units, a hotel, pub and 


children’s creche, plus up to 
150 houses, were also 
approved. 

Nic Rumsey, a Carisbrooke 
director, said: “I am confident 
the park can become an 
integral part of Haverhill’s 
future prosperity” 

Previous planning appli¬ 
cations for housing on the 
site had been refused, 
because the council wanted 
to see the site used as a

prestigious ‘gateway’. 

However, because of the 
difficult topography of the 
site and high infrastructure 
costs, estimated at £4m, an 
element of higher-value use 
such as housing and the hotel 
had been allowed to make 
the scheme financially viable. 

A number of concerns were 
raised about the access to the 
site on to the main A1307, 
between two existing 
roundabouts, with calls for a 
roundabout instead of a t- 
junction. 

Cllr Robert Clifton-Brown 
said: “At 9 o’clock in the 
morning it is impossible to 
get on to that road.” 

Cllr Anne Gower said she 
was concerned about how it 
could be ensured that the 
traffic plan, which was 


integral to the scheme, was 
effective. 

She said: “fust because you 
provide footpaths and 
cycleways, it does not mean 
people will use them. 

“I am not convinced about 
a roundabout; it could cause 
traffic to back up between the 
Spirit of Enterprise round¬ 
about and the Sainsbury’s 
roundabout, which would be 
highly dangerous.” 

fohn Noble, for Suffolk 
County Council highways, 
said a roundabout was not 
considered necessary and the 
amount of traffic generated 
was not expected to be great. 

He said: “We believe the 
accesses will be safe, that the 
measures proposed are 
adequate and that the effect 
on the A1307 will be minimal.

He was also wearing a grey hooded top 
underneath with a black and white pattern on it, 
black tracksuit bottoms and red socks tucked into 
black trainers. 

Officers including a dog unit were searching the 
area but are also appealing to anyone who was in 
the vicinity at the time to get in contact.

Man dies in street despite 
efforts of paramedics 

A MAN collapsed and died in the street despite 
efforts by paramedics to save him. 

It happened at the junction of Greenfields Way and 
Clements Lane, Haverhill, just after noon on 
Monday. 

A spokesman for the East of England Ambulance 
Service said they were called at 12.01 pm with 
reports that a man in his 60s had suffered cardiac 
arrest. Paramedics went to the scene and 
attempted to give the man CPR, but he was 
declared dead at the scene. 

A spokesman for Suffolk Police confirmed that the 
death had occurred, but said there were no 
suspicious circumstances.

“Half of the traffic would be 
residents coming out and the 
other half workers coming in 
and we think that would 
provide a balance. The 
maximum queue of vehicles 
we expect coming from the 
site would be six and the 
maximum delay less than a 
minute.” 

Neighbours had raised 
objections to the plan and 
Hilary Thomas told the 
committee that they felt it was 
essential that a promised 20m 
buffer zone between the new 
and existing homes was 
provided and that the height 
of buildings was considered, 
so that they did not overlook 
homes and gardens already 
there. 

Concerns were also raised 
about a repeat of previous 
flooding in the area, as well as 


noise and pollution, but 
planning officer Rona 
Hopkinson said detailed 
conditions would ensure 
against all of these issues. 

Sarah Howard, chairman of 
Haverhill Chamber of 
Commerce, supported the 
plan and said it would help 
provide greater employment 
diversity in the town. 

Cllr Roger Andre said 
Haverhill Town Council felt an 
access roundabout was 
needed and that more than 10 
per cent of affordable housing 
should be provided. 

Developers must sign a legal 
agreement agreeing to 
contribute about £500,000 
towards the cost of highways 
improvements, footpaths and 
cycleways, as well as education 
and health service needs for 
the new development.

Resident’s anger as park area left 
in a mess by work to move trees 


WORK to move trees at a park area has created a 
dangerous mess and should be stopped, according to 
a resident. 

Chris Cullum has written to St Edmundsbury 
Borough Council tree officer Mark Davidson 
complaining about the work to dig up and move pine 
trees on the land off Shetland Road, Haverhill. 

But the council says the mess will soon be cleared 
up and that residents were informed. 

Mr Cullum claimed there had been no consultation 
with residents about the work, which he understood 
was to thin out the trees which were growing too 
closely together. Even though only three of the 30 
trees in the area had been moved 
so far, it had already created a 
mess and dangerous wires had 
been left lying about. 

Mr Cullum, left, said in his 
letter: “I am writing with total 
disbelief as to what your 
contractors have done to 
Shetland Road park. I speak for 
many park users and for the 
surrounding residents who use 

this park. 

“When I used the park this weekend I could not 
believe my eyes. What a mess it is. The grass has been 
churned up and basically where your contractors 
have dug up holes and then planted the trees, the 
waste materials look like mounds. There are so many 
tyre tracks and churned-up ruts, I cannot see how 
you can put this mess right. 

“You should stop work immediately until you 
decide what you are going to do with the mess your 
contractors have made to the park. The area where 
you have dug up trees is at the best of times really 
boggy, and I think the whole escapade hasn’t been 
thought through very well. I believe you can use 
protective matting to prevent all of the grass being 
churned up.” 

A council spokesman said: “These semi-mature 
pine trees have grown in a tightly-knit plantation and 
we are replanting them to allow them all to reach 
their full potential.

“We are digging out the root balls using a tree 
spade (a heavy machine) and the superficial marks 
left on the ground will soon grow out. 

“We expect to finish the work before Christmas and 
the rubble currently evident will be removed from the 
site on completion. Purchasing pines of such size 
would be many times the cost of transplanting. We 
have written to all the residents whose homes back 
onto this open space explaining that the trees are 
being replanted with a mix of native deciduous trees 
which will greatly enhance the area.” 



Inspector hits 
out as assault 
charge dropped 


A POLICE inspector has criticised 
the lenient sentence handed out to 
a youth involved in an incident in 
which one of his officers was 
seriously injured. 

PC Michael Potter was hurt while 
trying to break up a fight outside the Bell 
pub in High Street, Haverhill, last month. 
He is not expected to be fit for work again 
until at least February after badly 
dislocating his shoulder. 

Chay Allen, 19, of Eden Road, Haverhill, 
was originally charged with assaulting PC 
Potter and PC Richard Oldroyd, whose 
hand was injured in the same incident. 
However, when he appeared at Bury St 
Edmunds Magistrates’ Court last Friday, 
both assault charges were withdrawn by 
the prosecution. 

Allen pleaded guilty to alternative 
charges of obstructing a constable in the 
execution of his duty and resisting arrest, 
as well as a public order offence. 

Magistrates imposed a 12-month 
community order for all the offences, 
with a condition that he completes 100 
hours of unpaid work for the community. 
He was ordered to pay £50 costs, but no 
compensation order was made.

Inspector Peter Ferrie said he was 
surprised to learn that the assault charges 
had been dropped and was unhappy with 
the outcome. 

He said: “I am extremely disappointed 
with the sentence. In my opinion it in no 
way tallies with the seriousness of the 
injury suffered by PC Potter. 

“I believe that the sentence sends out 
the wrong message to people. They 
should be in no doubt that we will deal 
firmly with anyone we find committing 
offences in the High Street. 

“ We will continue to deal robustly with 
any offences connected to the night-time 
economy and drinking in the town 
centre. We will be putting extra officers in 
to the town centre area every weekend 
over the Christmas and New Year period. 
We will deal very firmly with anyone 
offending in the town centre.

£ 9,000 
benefit 
cheat 
sent to 
prison

A BENEFITS cheat who claimed 
almost £9,000 while both he and 
his wife were working has been 
jailed for three months. 

David Packer, 46, appeared at Bury St 
Edmunds Magistrates’ Court on 
Tuesday to be sentenced for three 
charges of failing to declare changes in 
circumstances between September 
2006 and lanuary 2008. 

He had admitted the offences at an 
earlier hearing, when magistrates 
adjourned his case for pre-sentence 
reports to be prepared. 

Hugh Davis, chairman of the 
magistrates, told him: “You are a man 
who shows blatant disregard for the law 
and will benefit for financial gain from 
these offences. 

“We consider that these were 
multiple frauds involving a high sum, 
over a considerable period of time and 
are so serious that only a custodial 
sentence can be imposed.” 

Nigel Dulieu, prosecuting for St 
Edmundsbury Borough Council, said 
Packer had been claiming housing and 
council tax benefit for himself and his 
wife, as well as incapacity benefit since 
2006. 

He previously lived in Willow Close, 
Haverhill, but moved to Beaufort Court 
in 2007. When a benefits officer visited 
Packer’s new home, he saw a timesheet 
in his wife’s name for a company called 
Care Force. Packer said his wife had 
been doing voluntary work, but when 
the company was contacted they 
confirmed that she had been a paid 
employee since luly 2007. 

Packer said he had been ill and might 
have been confused because of this. 

A second interview was carried out 
after it was discovered that his wife’s 
wages were paid into an undisclosed 
bank account and that Packer had 
worked for two companies as a 
chauffeur. He was overpaid a total of 
£8,892 in housing, council tax and 
incapacity benefit, which was being 
repaid from his current benefit 
payments. 

Nick Wray, for Packer, said he was 
now receiving support from Minister 
David Wiffen at Haverhill Baptist 
church, as well as other agencies, which 
were providing debt counselling 
services. 

Mr Wray said: “Clearly this is a 
significant amount of money and he is 
still on benefits. He suffers from Crohn’s 
disease and was admitted to 
Addenbrooke’s hospital in October with 
a chest infection. He has an overall 
vulnerability and would be extremely 
vulnerable within the prison 
population if he receives an immediate 
custodial sentence.”

Peel and chop the onions and sweat (on a 
low heat in a lidded pan until soft) in a 
saucepan. Peel and chop the carrots and 
add to the onions; sweat down for 10 
minutes. Then add the stock and simmer 
until the carrots are cooked. Add the 
coriander and season. 

Blitz in a food processer or hand blender and 
add a little cream to give the soup more 
richness. Serve with fresh bread or croutons 
(check out my blog for recipes). 

Chilli 

■ 75g chorizo 

■ 300g mince beef 

■ quarter tsp of ground cumin 

■ quarter tsp ground coriander 

■ quarter tsp ground cinnamon 

■ 1 cardamom pod (Crushed) 

■ 1 jar tomato pasta sauce 

■ 1 tin of mixed spicy beans 

■ 30ml sweet chilli sauce (found at any 
supermarket) 

■ fresh red chilli (as much as you can 
handle, optional) 

Put the sliced chorizo in a hot heavy-based 
pan. Cook until crisp then add your mince 
beef; cook off for five minutes. 

Stir in the spices then add your pasta sauce, 
mixed beans and sweet chilli. Bring to the 
boil then simmer for 20 minutes. 

You can eat this with rice, or jacket potatoes 
work really well. Also I like to have mine with 
some sour cream, and scatter some fresh 
coriander on top.

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Tales of festive plants 



Mistletoe: Used by Druids as a peace symbol. 


HERE'S the history 
of your favourite 
festive plants... 

■ Mistletoe was used by 
Druid priests 200 years 
before the birth of Christ 
in their winter cele¬ 
brations. 

They revered the plant 
since it had no roots yet 
remained green during 
the cold months of 
winter. The ancient 
Celtics believed mistletoe 
to have magical healing 
powers and used it as an 
antidote for poison, 
infertility, and to ward off 
evil spirits. The plant was 
also seen as a symbol of 
peace, and it is said that 
among Romans, enemies 
who met under mistletoe 
would lay down their 
weapons and embrace. 

Scandanavians 
associated the plant with 
Frigga, their goddess of 
love, and it may be from 
this that we derive the 
custom of kissing under 
the mistletoe. Those who 
kissed under the 
mistletoe had the 
promise of happiness 
and good luck in the 
following year. 


■ A native Mexican plant, 
poinsettias were named 
after Joel R. Poinsett, US 
ambassador to Mexico 
who brought the plant to 
America in 1828. 

Poinsettias were likely 
used by Mexican Francis¬ 
cans in their 17th century 
Christmas celebrations. 


One legend has it that a 
young Mexican boy, on 
his way to visit the village 
Nativity scene, realized 
he had no gift for the 
Christ child. He gathered 
pretty green branches 
from along the road and 
brought them to the 
church. Though the other 


children mocked him, 
when the leaves were laid 
at the manger, a beautiful 
star-shaped flower 
appeared on each 
branch. The bright red 
petals, often mistaken for 
flowers, are actually the 
upper leaves of the plant. 
■ In Northern Europe 
Christmas occurred 
during the middle of 
winter, when ghosts and 
demons could be heard 
howling in the winter 
winds. 

Boughs of holly, 
believed to have magical 
powers since they 
remained green through 
the harsh winter, were 
often placed over the 
doors of homes to drive 
evil away. Greenery was 
also brought indoors to 
freshen the air and 
brighten the mood 
during the long, dreary 
winter. Legend also has it 
that holly sprang from 
the footsteps of Christ as 
he walked the earth. The 
pointed leaves were said 
to represent the crown of 
thorns Christ wore while 
on the cross and the red 
berries symbolized the 
blood he shed.

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Percussionist took world 
by storm with solo career 



D AME Evelyn 
Glennie’s 
house is in 
total chaos. She’s got 
the builders in and 
they’ve chosen this 
afternoon to fit a new 
front door. As a result, 
traversing the hallway 
is an obstacle course 
of tools, dust-sheets 
and extension leads. 

But, in the middle of it 
all, Dame Evelyn herself is 
the epitome of poise. 
Picking her way elegantly 
through the debris, to 
shake hands and say hello, 
she’s flawlessly stylish - 
from her glossy steel-grey 
hair to her trendy harem 
trousers. “Excuse the 
mess,” she smiles. “It’s 
lovely to see you.” 

Evelyn found fame as 
the world’s first solo 
percussionist, a feat made 
all the more remarkable by 
the fact she is profoundly 
deaf. To meet her, you’d 
barely know her hearing is 
impaired: her lip-reading 
skills are second to none. 

Although born and 
raised in rural 
Aberdeenshire, Evelyn has 
called Cambridgeshire her 
home since the early 90s 
and has lived in the 
Huntingdon area ever 
since. 

“I still love Scotland, I

old, leading the way to her 
book-lined study. “But this 
part of the world has its 
own special beauty: 
driving out across the Fens 
on a summer’s night, just 
as the sun drops below the 
horizon, is absolutely 
magical. 

“Having spent years 
flying all over the place, I 
can honestly say I have no 
desire to get back on a 
plane. I’m very bad at 
taking holidays, but when I 
do have time off work I like 
to explore our local area, 
even if it’s just to drive 
down a road I’ve never 
driven down before...” 

We are meeting to 
discuss recent 
developments in Evelyn’s 
ever-changing career. She’s 
just scored a film (Golf in 
the Kingdom, the big- 
screen adaptation of 
Michael Murphy’s best¬ 
selling 1972 novel), 
become a sought-after 
motivational speaker and 
is in the midst of designing 
her second collection of 
own-brand j ewellery. 

Evelyn has won 
numerous awards for her 
work - including a 1988 
Grammy, for her recording 
of Bartok’s sonata for two 
pianos and percussion - 
and has worked with a 


wide range of artists, from 
Sting and Bjork to an 
acclaimed Mormon 
Tabernacle Choir. 

But her love for music 
began in the simplest and 
least-starry of ways: with 
her dad giving her a mouth 
organ. “I was 6,” she 
remembers. “I was given it 
just to have something to 
put in my pocket and 
make noises with, but I 
soon realised I really liked 
this thing.” 

Evelyn’s father was 
himself an accomplished 
accordion player and she 
says her childhood was 
spent surrounded by both 
instruments and song. 
“Relatives would come 
over and we’d have a 
singsong. And though I 
only went to a tiny primary 
school, with about 40 
pupils, we had music every 
Friday; we all left primary 
school able to read music.” 

Graduating from the 
mouth organ to the 
recorder, and then the 
piano, Evelyn’s first taste of 
playing percussion - the 
hobby which was to 
become a lifelong passion 
- came at secondary 
school. But, by then, she 
had already started to lose 
her hearing. 

Known for refusing to let 


deafness stand in the way 
of her music career, Evelyn 
is matter-of-fact: “I was 8 
when I started to lose my 
hearing and as a youngster 
like that, you’re not 
thinking of problems. 

What I remember is 
confusion, not picking 
things up... 

“I started falling behind 
with my school work, 
which was perhaps the 
most worrying thing. So I 
got a hearing aid, then a 
phonic ear for the 
classroom, which meant 
the teacher could move 
around and I could still 
pick up what was being 
said.” 

But, when it came to 
playing percussion, Evelyn 
says the aids proved more 
of a hindrance than a help. 
“With percussion, you’re 
dealing with so many 
different frequencies and 
tonal values that it all 
became very confused. 
When I took off the 
hearing aid, I could let my 
whole body hear the 
sounds, rather than it 
being fed through just one 
part; I started to listen in a 
different way.” 

Evelyn explains that she 
uses her entire body “like a 
big ear”; she often speaks 
about the art - and power -

of listening in her 
motivational talks. 

“My hearing is just a part 
of me: this is who I am. 
There will always be 
situations in which I can’t 
do things; on the other 
hand, there are situations 
in which I consider it an 
advantage. 

“I really believe it gives 
you a sense of individuality, 
both in what you do and 
the way you do it. You’re 
not so influenced by the 
world around you: I can’t 
listen to a previous 
recording of a piece of 
music, for example, and 
think ‘I’ll do it like that’ -1 
have to do it my own way. 

“When I started out as a 
percussionist, there were 
some sceptical voices. But I 
quite literally couldn’t hear 
them.” 

Having taken up 
percussion at school, 
Evelyn went on to join the 
National Youth Orchestra 
of Scotland; she 
remembers feeling 
“excited, but pretty 
comfortable” on stage, 
even in front of huge 
audiences. 

It was in her mid-teens 
that Evelyn decided she 
was going to become a 
professional musician. Not 
only that, she was going to 
be a solo percussionist 
which, at the time, was 
unheard of. 

For a start, there was no 
repertoire for 
percussionists to speak of. 
And there was a perception 
that audiences wouldn’t 
enjoy solo performances. 

“Saying ‘Who wants to 
listen to a two-hour 
percussion concert?’ is like 
saying ‘Who wants to listen 
to a two-hour trumpet 
recital? Or violin recital?’,” 
exclaims Evelyn, who, at 
the peak of her performing 
schedule, gave more than 
100 live shows a year, all 
over the world. 

Winning a place at the 
Royal Academy, by the time 
Evelyn graduated she was 
profoundly deaf - but she’d 
stopped wearing hearing 
aids altogether and taught 
herself to lip-read instead. 


“I watched the BBC news 
avidly! And on Sundays 
there were two or three 
programmes specifically 
for deaf people, on lip- 
reading. I’d watch them 
with my mum and then go 
to the mirror and practise.” 

Decades on and, thanks 
to Evelyn, a solo percussion 
artist is no longer a foreign 
concept. As well as raising 
awareness and winning 
legions of fans, Evelyn has 
been instrumental in 
expanding the repertoire 
for future percussion 
players: she has 
commissioned in excess of 
170 pieces, including 
Michael Daugherty’s UFO, 
which famously saw her 
play a child’s spinning top 
on stage. 

Evelyn can, and will, play 
anything. She has an 
incredible collection of 
percussive instruments - 
the study in which she is 
now sitting boasts a line of 
hand bells on a bookcase, a 
row of tambourines on the 
hearth and a drum in the 
middle of the table - and 
estimates the total number 
to be between 1,800 and 
2 , 000 . 

“I’m still coming across 
new things,” she says, 
disappearing into the next 
room - and coming back 
with what looks like a 
metal spaceship. “I’ve 
recently discovered a 
whole family of 
instruments like this - this 
one’s called a‘hang’, it’s 
Swiss. I think it’s very 
beautiful, and it makes the 
most beautiful sound.” 

Placing the hang on the 
table, Evelyn starts to tap 
the surface; the sweet, 
resonant sound is almost 
hypnotic. “I like 
instruments like this which 
anyone can pick up and 
play: a child could make a 
nice noise with this...” 

Despite her fame - and 
the fact she’s a Dame - 
Evelyn is notably modest: 

“I don’t take anything for 
granted.” 

When the letter arrived, 
telling her she would be 
made DBE in the Queen’s 
2007 New Year Honours 


List, Evelyn says her first 
reaction was disbelief. “I’d 
just come back from a tour 
of the US and Canada. 
Normally when I’ve been 
away, I return to find a 
whole pile of post on my 
desk; on this occasion, 
there was just a single 
envelope. 

“I said to my assistant 
‘What have you done with 
the mail? Or has nobody 
written to us in the last four 
weeks?’; she said ‘I think I’d 
better make us a cup of tea’. 

“She brought the tea 
back on a tray and in a 
proper cup. By that stage I 
was thinking ‘What on 
EARTH is in that letter?’; I 
was worried it was 
something serious! 

“I opened it, read it, and 
my first reaction was that it 
must have been 
misdirected. Then I read it 
again - and said ‘Well, 
that’s what teamwork does’. 
You can have all the drive 
and determination you 
like, but you need good 
people around you to really 
make things happen.” 

When Evelyn is at ‘base 
camp’ - in the studio in her 
barn at home, or at her 
office a short drive away - 
she composes music (such 
as the film score and 
library pieces) and also 
writes prolifically. Among 
other things, she prepares 
motivational talks, which 
she gives to a wide range of 
groups, and essays on 
education and learning 
techniques: “I think it’s 
really important for kids 
not only to make music, 
but to explore sound.” 

Pointing out her silver 
necklace-a pair of 
diminutive drumsticks, 
hanging from a chain - 
Evelyn explains that she’s 
also launched a collection 
of jewellery 

Inspired by her music¬ 
making, it features 
everything from a pendant 
in the shape of a snare 
drum to a striking silver 
disc, etched with musical 
notes; the notes are part of 
A Little Prayer, a piece 
Evelyn composed aged 13. 
Work is already under way 
on a second collection, this 
time featuring Murano 
glass. 

“I see all the different 
elements of my career as 
interconnected,” adds 
Evelyn. “I think that if you 
believe in something, and 
believe in yourself, then 
you can make it happen.”

Mark Steel says of his recent Radio 4 
local knowledge experiences: “In the 
North Yorkshire farming town of 
Skipton, I told the audience I’d seen a 
sign for Keighley, and wondered 
whether that was Skipton’s rival town. It 
went chillingly quiet and one woman 
called out with calm menace ‘Keighley 
- is a sink of evil’.” 

He adds: “As well as Skipton, there 
was the Isle of Portland in Dorset, where 
schoolkids are given detention for 
saying ‘rabbit’ as the word is considered 
unlucky, and where a member of the 
audience threw a missile at the 
suggestion it might be said. 

“Then there was rebellious Lewes, 
and downtrodden Merthyr Tydfil, where 
the theatre manager was asked what time 
the show started, and when he replied 
was told ‘oh that's a shame -1 won’t be 


able to come to that as I’ll be drunk by 
then.’ 

“And there was Boston, whose 
complaint that it’s been unfairly labelled 
as a ‘chav’ town seems compromised by 
the shop in its High Street called ‘It 
Must be Stolen’. 

“So, as the armies unleashed by 
Tesco, chain stores and assorted call 
centres continue in their effort to make 
everywhere miserably identical, I come 
with a mission to save civilisation. 

“ I have visited the new-money 
Cheshire town of Wilmslow, residence 
of the Rooneys and assorted footballers, 
where a card in the Post Office window, 
that you might expect to say ‘pram for 
sale’, said ‘ring me if you need a 
butler’.” 

Mark is committed to performing a 
routine about the history of every town 
he’ll perform in. However, he may 
regret making this promise.

MARTIN Scorsese swaps the mean 
streets of New York for the wintry 
boulevards of 1930s Paris for this 
Oscar-tipped first foray into family 
films and also the 3D format. 

Hugo might revolve around the 
exploits of a pre-teenage boy and 
deal with themes of childhood 
innocence and the death of a parent, 
but this impeccably-crafted 
adventure is too sophisticated for 
young audiences. 

Apart from a couple of well- 
orchestrated chases and slapstick 
courtesy of Sacha Baron Cohen with 
a squeaky leg brace, there is little 
here to entertain boys and girls the 
same age as the diminutive hero. 

Indeed, the cumbersome running 
time and slow-paced first half will 
prove a test for parents too, 
especially those without a love for 
the bygone age of cinema, which 
Scorsese indulges in every lustrous 
frame. 

While the narrative has its flaws, 
adapted by screenwriter John Logan 
from Brian Selznick’s book T he 
Invention Of Hugo Cabret, the on¬ 
screen craftsmanship is impeccable, 
from Robert Richardson’s stunning 


cinematography to Dante Ferretti’s 
production design and Sandy 
Powell’s costumes. 

Even more pleasing is how well 
the 3D fits Scorsese’s vision, coming 
to the fore as the camera swoops 
along the concourse of a train station 
or darts between whirring cogs of a 
giant clock. 

Twelve-year-old Hugo Cabret (Asa 
Butterfield) is raised by his father 
(Jude Law), who works at a 
museum and has a passion for 
cinema and mechanical devices. 

The old man dies, leaving behind 
an intricate automaton, and Hugo is 
forced to live secretly in the station 
with his hard-drinking Uncle Claude 


(Ray Winstone), who maintains the 
clocks. 

When the bottle claims Claude’s 
life, Hugo continues to tend the 
clocks while stealing food from the 
shopkeepers without attracting the 
attention of the station inspector 
(Sacha Baron Cohen). 

An encounter with bookish 
Isabelle (Chloe Grace Moretz), 
goddaughter of toy shop owner Papa 
Georges (Sir Ben Kingsley), 
catalyses a journey of self-discovery 
that Hugo hopes will lead to a 
message from beyond the grave 
from his father. 

Hugo is high art but our hearts fail 
to skip a beat.

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Nature's garlands - all for free 


A S if the rising cost 
of living isn’t 
enough, the price 
of shop-bought Christmas 
decorations can make 
even the most enthusiastic 
fan of the festive season 
think “bah, humbug”. 

Yet there is a way to put the 
natural back into Noel, just by 
taking some clippings from your 
garden and using them to make 
much more subtle decorations 
than you could buy in any shop. 

With this in mind, Gardening 
Which?, the Consumers’ 
Association magazine, has come 
up with a bundle of ideas on how 
you can make some simple, 
stylish decorations to bring the 
outdoors inside to complement 
your tree, without a shimmer of 
tinsel in sight. 

“The great thing about making 
your own decorations from 
garden material is that you are 
bringing the garden into the 
home and returning to a time 
when things weren’t about the 
flash or the dazzle of Christmas 
but more about natural ways to 
dress the tree,” says Ceri 
Thomas, editor of the magazine. 

Colourful stems, such as 
dogwood and birch, can be 
snipped to make the simplest of 
twig bundles, tied together with 
green garden wire or florists’ 
stub wire and then finished off

with a bow made of a narrow¬ 
leaved evergreen such as libertia 
or miscanthus and then hung 
with a thin strip of raffia. 

“Look in your garden for 
anything with berries, like 
cotoneaster, rowan and 
pyracantha. If you’ve grown 
chillis on the patio or in the 
greenhouse these can also look 
fantastic in natural garlands,” 
says Thomas. 

A natural garland can look so 
much more colourful than any 
amount of beads and is simple to 
make if you have a little 
patience. 

Just thread suitable berries, 
such as rowan (sorbus) and 
cotoneaster onto lengths of 
garden wire, adding chillis if you 
have them, and even perhaps 
cranberries that you may have 
left over after making cranberry 
sauce, and you will soon have a 
garland to hang in the house or 
even around a tree in the garden, 
where you can see it. 

Although the berries will dry 


up indoors, they should last 
throughout the festive season. 
You could alternate them with 
the leaves of evergreens such as 
holly, ivy and euonymus for a 
fuller effect. 

“Plants with evergreen leaves 
such as phormium (New Zealand 
flax) and cordyline are also great 
because you can make star 
shapes from the leaves and use 
pine cones or seed heads in the 
middle,” Thomas adds. 

You’ll need eight New 
Zealand flax leaves for each 
star, cutting four leaves to 
around 18cm in length and four 
slightly shorter. Lay the longer 
leaves out flat so that they 
overlap to make a four-pointed 
star, then staple them together in 
the centre. Lay the shorter leaves 
out to form a cross and staple in 
the centre. Position the cross 
under the star and staple the two 
together. 

Glue your pine cones or seed 
heads in the middle, which will 
hide the staples, and attach wire 
to the centre for fixing or hang 
the star with raffia thread. 

Small larch cones, conkers 
and nuts make a wonderful 
cluster and a great alternative to 
a plastic bauble. Make a tight 
ball of string as a base, about 
golf-ball size, with a loop for 
hanging. Put glue onto the base 
of each cone for a star effect and 
stick them to the ball of string 
until it’s covered.

Of course, there are other 
natural decorations which will 
continue the theme. A large 
bunch of gypsophila from the 
florist or even your local 
supermarket can go a long way. 
Cut stems of it and place them 
evenly amid the branches of the 
tree, for a snow effect.

Moving home can be a complicated business and, in the hectic run to the big 
day, it is all too easy to forget something vital. The Property News offers their 
readers this handy checklist that should help avoid major pitfalls. We suggest 
you tick off the items as you deal with them... 


WITH FOUR WEEKS TO GO: 


I—. Get estimates from removal companies, checking that comprehensive insurance cover is 
IJ available against damage or loss. Is there a packing and unpacking service? Confirm the 
date of your move with the firm you have chosen. 

□ Check on your home contents insurance policies to ensure that you are covered for the 
move, and covered at your new address. 

□ Make arrangements for your gas and electricity meters (plus water meters where relevant) 
to be read and all your appliances to be disconnected on the day of your move. 

□ Arrange to take over gas and electricity at your new address, and make sure that all 
appliances will be properly fitted, plumbed or connected. 


□ Notify British Telecom and ask them to make the necessary arrangements for a final account 
at your present address, and for taking over or installing telephone facilities at your new 
home. 

Q Arrange for change of address cards to be printed. 


WITH TWO WEEKS TO GO: 


□ Confirm all arrangements, times etc, for meter readings, disconnections and reconnections, 
with authorities and with your buyer and seller. 

□ Make sure you have a good stock of packing materials, including sturdy boxes and plenty of 
string and sticky tape. 

□ Begin to throw out unwanted items from attics, wardrobes. What you really don't want you 
may as well dump now, or send to charity. It's a great time for a good sort out! 


WITH ONE WEEK TO GO: 


I Q Send off change of address cards. 

■ Q Arrange and pay for automatic redirection of your mail by the Post Office. 

Cancel and pay up accounts for routine delivery services such as milk, groceries, fuel and 
your Cambridge Evening News. Re-organise these deliveries for your new address. 

□ Defrost refrigerators in preparation for move and, if you are moving a freezer and its 
contents, turn it up to maximum for a couple of days before you move.

WITH ONE DAY TO GO: 


□ Complete your packing except for those items you are likely 
to need overnight, and prepare a picnic for moving day. 

Have a large enough cash 'float' available to deal with 
unexpected expenses, and make sure you have collected 
documents and valuables together in a safe place. 

□ Cover carpets which are being left behind, so as to minimise 
damage during furniture removal. 

□ Check through previous lists to make sure nothing has been 
overlooked, then enjoy a worry-free early night! 


ON MOVING DAY: 


Strip beds and pack bedding and nightclothes. 

□ Pack items for washing/toiletries. 

□ Take down curtains. 

Q Take up rugs, carpets, floor coverings, as required. 

□ Dismantle any light fittings etc., not included in the sale. 

Q Turn off electric appliances. 

Q Disconnect cooker. 

□ Turn off boiler/central heating. 

Q Turn off water. 

Read gas meter. 

□ Read electricity meter. 

Secure all windows. 

□ Lock all doors. 

□ Leave key as arranged with new owners. 

□ On arrival at your new home, unpack slowly and 
methodically so that you can check for loss or damage.

Stylish - and practical: 
The Vauxhall Astra GTC

WE all hanker after sporty 
looking coupes, but don’t 
appreciate the sacrifices they 
require us to make in terms 
of practicality, writes Adam 
Swift. 

Vauxhall has a compelling 
solution with its new Astra GTC - a 
stylish little sports car that offers 
plenty of room to go with the 
“vroom”. There are plenty of 
cubbyholes and storage areas for 
your gear, while the 380-litre boot 
will swallow serious loads. Vauxhall 
has also managed to offer decent 
headroom in the back - normally 
another coupe weak-spot. The 
driving position is decent, with 
supportive seats and enough 
adjustability to get seriously 
comfortable. 

Quality materials abound, and the 
central console features expensive 
looking plastics, even if it is a little 
over-festooned with buttons. A USB 
socket allows you to plug your iPod 


straight into the stereo. Nifty. 

The GTC gets four turbocharged 
engine options at launch; two 1.4- 
litre turbocharged petrols with 
118bhp or 138bhp, a 1.6-litre 
turbocharged petrol with 178bhp, 
and a 2.0-litre turbodiesel with 
163bhp, the latter being the version 


Drive had a play with last weekend. 
Serious petrolheads will also be 
thrilled to hear that a high 
performance VXR version is on the 
cards, with a rampant 300bhp, 
available next year. 

The GTC is in a very competitive 
market niche, with the likes of the 
classy VW Scirocco and the sharp 
Renault Megane Coupe. VauxhalTs 
new coupe also gets a bespoke 
chassis, specifically tuned for UK 
roads, as UK buyers are expected to 
provide by far the largest demand. 
Vauxhall and Opel engineers have 
conducted much of their pre-launch 
evaluation on UK roads, with their 
diabolical blend of undulations, 
cambers, rough surfaces, blind 
apexes and crests. The theory is if 
the GTC can cope with UK roads, it 
will work well pretty much 
everywhere else. 

Front suspension consists of a 
“HiPerStrut” (High Performance 
Strut), which helps to isolate the 
steering from the effects of engine 


torque, boosting steering precision 
and grip and enhancing ride quality. 
The compact “Watt’s Link” rear 
suspension delivers the benefits of 
multi-link set ups, without their 
weight and space penalties. 

Lecture over. The GTC feels like a 
proper sports coupe to drive, with 
plenty of grip around corners, and 
hardly any body roll to speak of. The 
ride is firm but comfortable enough 
for a performance car, and the 
chassis behaves smoothly and pro¬ 
gressively when pressing on. The 
gearchange is short in throw and 
sweet in execution, and the driving 
position feels spot-on. My only gripe 
is the steering could offer more 
feedback and be a bit sharper to 
respond to driver inputs. 

The options list actually includes 
a “FlexRide” system which adjusts 
the dampers at the touch of a 
button, but the car we had was not 
thus equipped, and provided a good 
enough handling-to-comfort 
compromise straight out of the box. 


I’m not keen on cars with sporty 
pretensions coming equipped with a 
diesel under the bonnet. It’s just 
plain wrong. I don’t find diesel 
engines charismatic in any way. 
Petrol engines tend to be lighter too, 
improving handling. But as diesels 
go the 2.0-CDTi is a good ’un, and as 
quiet and smooth as they come. It 
offers strong performance, 
dispatching with the 0-60mph dash 
in 8.4 seconds, and promising a 
maximum speed of 131mph. A 
combined fuel figure of 58.9mpg 
and C02 emissions of just 127g/km 
also impress. 

The smooth six-speed manual 
transmission offers ratios that are 
stacked close enough together to 
keep you in the powerband, while 
long enough apart to provide leggy 
cruising at low engine speeds on the 
motorway. 

Stylish yet surprisingly practical, 
and a real cracker to drive, the Astra 
GTC is a fine effort from Vauxhall. It 
is on sale now.
